V.3 Novelty 

All the documents disclose monoazoquinolone pigments derivatives differing from 
the compounds of formula 1 in that the group Ar^ is replaced by a methyl group. 

A compound of formula 1 is disclosed In none of the documents. Claims 1-7 
therefore fulfill the requirements of Art 33(2) PCT. 

Claim 8 describes a process for preparing compounds of formula 1 and is novel by 
consequence. 

Claims 9-1 1 describe the use of compounds of formula 1 and are novel by 
consequence. 

V.4 Inventive step 

Starting from documents D1 -D6 the problem to be solved by the present 
application may be regarded as how to provide novel possibly improved 
monoazoquinolone pigments. The solution of the applicant resides in providing 
monoazoquinolone pigments in which the methyl group is replaced by a group Ar^. 
The applicant shows in the examples that the compounds of the present 
application lead to pigments with good colouristic properties.
